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GLENN ORBITS EARTH 
HISTORIC FLIGHT

Scores Space Triumph for I f. S 


C A P E C AN AVERAL, Fla. (A P ) 
—Astronaut John H. Glenn Jr., 
scoring a stunning space triumph 
for the United States today, be­ 
came the first American to orbit 
the earth. 


The whole world watched and 
listened as the Marine lieutenant 
colonel 
whirled 
on 
around 
the 
globe. 
Glenn declared himself m ex­ 
cellent condition. 
He did encounter some minor 
trouble with his space controj sys­ 
tem, but officials of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administra­ 
tion said it was not serious. 
Glenn's rocket blasted off from 
Cape Canaveral at 9:47 a.m. and 
he completed his first orbit in 
88.29 minutes.

craft can be controlled. One is 
the regular automatic system, one 
is all manual, and the third is 
the fly-by-wire system which is a 
combination of the two. 
His trouble was in the auto­ 
matic system and he switched t 
the fly-by-wire method.

an hour. The threc-orbit mission 
was to last four hours, 50 min­ 
utes.

Glancing at the earth at alti­ 
tudes 
ranging from 
1 00 to

miles, Glenn had a breath-taking 
panoramic view stretching 1.800 


miles from horizon to horizon. He 
described the view as “ tremen­ 
dous” and “ a beautiful sight.” 
On the initial orbit, Glenn ate 
u space meal of beef and vege­ 
tables from a squeez tube, con­ 
trolled the attitude of his capsule 
several times and made frequent 
instrument 
readings 
to 
ground 
stations. 
When he passed over Australia, 
lie sighted the lights of the city 
of Perth. Nearly all lights had 
been turned on by residents of the 
city as a good will gesture to the 
space pioneer. 
“ Thank everybody for turning 
them on<” Glenn told fellow astro­ 
naut Leroy Gordon Cooper, who 
was monitoring the flight at the 
Muchea, Australia, tracking sta­ 
tion.

streets and highway s hav e av erag­ 
ed one thou sand p*r y ear since 
Janu ary 1, 1950. 
The Missou ri Highway Patrol re­ 
ports that du ring the 12 y ear per­ 
iod from Janu ary 1, 1950, throu gh 
December 31. 1961. there were 12, 
056 pedestrians, driv ers and pas­ 
sengers in motor v ehicles killed in 
the state. The toll inclu des 2,147 
fatalities on streets of cities with 
more than 10,000 popu lation, and 
9,909 people killed on small town 
streets and ru ral highway s. 
Following no particu lar pattern 
for the 12 y ear period, the nu mber 
of traffic deaths flu ctu ated from 
a low of 88 9 fatalities du ring 1950 
to the all - time high record for 
Missou ri in 1956 when 1,132 peo­ 
ple were killed. 
Six times du ring the 12 y ears the 
state - wide traffic toll for one 
y ear soared to ov er 1,000 deaths. 
In 1951, there were 1,002 fatalities: 
1952. 1.027; 1953, 1,020; 
1955. 1,- 
071; 1956. 1.132; 1960. 1.048 . The six 
y ears with less than one thou sand 
deaths were 1950, 8 8 9; 1954, 974; 
1957 , 996; 1958 , 978 ; 1959, 990 and 
931 people were killed last y ear. 
Patrol records also show that 
walking on Missou ri streets and 
highway s du ring the 12 y ears was 
a y ierilou s pastime. There were 2,- 
1311 pedestrians killed du ring the 
period, accou nting for 18 per cent 
of the death toll. Walking on small 
town streets or ru ral highway s was 
almost as dangerou s as u rban area 
foot traffic. There were 994 pedes­ 
trians killed ou tside cities with 
more than 10.000 popu lation and 1,- 
164 pedestrian fatalities on street* 
of large cities.

Is Missou ri’s 15 - y ear - old Con­ 
stitu tion ou tmoded? Is need su ffi­ 
ciently u grent to ju stify the time 
and ex pense of calling a Constitu ­ 
tional 
Conv ention in 1963? 
These are the basic considera­ 
tions which a 20 - man committee 
appointd by Gov ernor Dalton mu st 
decide early nex t y ear. For Mis­ 
sou rians, by law, mu st go to the 
polls nex t Nov ember to say Yes 
or No to a conv ention which wou ld 
rev ise or rewrite the Constitu tion. 
Su ch a ballot mu st be taken ev ery 
20 y ears. 
The 1943-44 
Constitu tional Con­ 
v ention presented the first ne w 
Constitu tion to Missou ri v oters in 
nearly 75 y ears. Many state lead­ 
ers today feel the need for rewrit­ 
ing the 1945 Constitu tion is as nec­ 
essary , after only 20 y ears. 
The 1945 Constitu tional Conv en­ 
tion compromised as many con­ 
trov ersial issu es, as it felt it shou ld 
to get an acceptable docu ment. 
Still critically needed is a prov i­ 
sion which wou ld permit the Gov ­ 
ernor to su cceed himslf in office. 
The present one - term limitation 
is inefficient, pu nitiv e to good gov ­ 
ernment and an anachronism. 
Some state gov ernment stu dents 
want to hold elections for state of­ 
ficials in non - presidential y ears, 
re-align the formu la for u rban - 
ru ral representation in the Hou se 
of Representativ es, and rev ise the 
state’s tax stru ctu re. 
Gov ernor Dalton has su ggested 
St. Lou is stu dy closely the statu s 
of the state - controlled "cou nty ” 
offices which lie within the city . 
They shou ld be flatly eliminated. 
Missou ri may need to change the 
property tax ceiling for operation 
of pu blic schools, and relax the re­ 
qu irements for commu nity annex a­ 
tions or mergers. 
We believ e a new Constitu tional 
Conv ention is ju stified and shou ld 
be v oted.

The public has a natural concern in 
such m atters and the information 
involved is a legitim ate and rea­ 
sonable p a rt of the public’s basic 
right to know. 
The wonder is that m ore school 
boards or other school authorities 
do not take the public into their 
confidence in this m atter. It is not 
a question of distrusting the school 
authorities or the athletic adm ini­ 
stration, but one of keeping the 
public inform ed. 
W here detailed reports of this 
kind are m ade in the m anner de­ 
scribed above, they are tn the torm 
of a paid public notice to be fully 
effective they m ust be m ade in a 
bona fide new paper of paid geneial 
circulation in order 
to 
get 
the 
widest possible readership and at­ 


tention. The principle of account­ 
ing for public revenues and ex pen­ 
ditures is so well established in 
A m erica as to be an essential part 
of the dem ocratic process. Yet for 
some unex plained reasons m any 
high schools fail to do this.

Do Employees Want A 
Shorter Work Week? 


By WILLIFORD L KING 
Economics - Professor Emeritus, 
New York Univ ersity 
A prerequisite for prod uction in 
an y in d ustrial plan t is cooperation 
by three factors — n am ely: m an ­ 
agem en t, labor, an d capital. The 
d iv ision amon g these tactors ol 
an y an d all n et in come resultin g 
from prod uction in the plan t is 
m ad e un d er rules an d agreem en ts 
hav in g their origin in com petitiv e 
forces. 
The ultra-powerful 
n ature 
of 
these forces is well illustrated by 
d ev elopmen t in recen t years in the 
m an ufacturin g in d ustry in the Un it­ 
ed States. M an agem en t has foun d 
that prod uction can best be m axi­ 
mized by usin g 
relativ ely 
more 
exjien siv e com plicated m achin ery 
an d relativ ely less labor. As a 
result, d espite all the battlin g by 
powerful, weel-organ ized labor un _ 
ion s to push up wage rates, the 
proportion of the v alue ad d ed by 
m an ufacture goin g to 
the 
wage 
workers, has, in recen t years, fall­ 
en from the lon g-time lev el aroun d 
40 per cen t, to about 35 per cen t. 
Sin ce am ple experien ce shows 
that it is n ot within the power of 
abor to en large this percen tage, it 
'ollows that the total real pay ol all 
tv age workers combin ed is almost 
en tirely d epen d en t upon the size of 
he physical prod uct which they 
ielp to turn out; so, if workers in 
gen eral wish to get the sam e real 
pay for workin g 30 hours that they 
n ow receiv e for workin g 40 hours, 
they m ust prod uce as much in 30 
lours as they d o n ow in 40 hours. 
Is it n ot probable that, if the 
work d ay were cut from 8 hours 
lo 6 hours, the av erage w orker’s 
sjieed of action could be so in creas- 


ed as to turn out n early as much 
prod uct as before? F ar from it! in ­ 
v estigation shows that each per­ 
son has his or her n orm al work 
tempo. Speed in g up 
beyon d 
this 
rate causes irritation an d spoiled 
work. 
In v estigation 
also 
prov es 
that, in a d ay com prised of two 
four-hour shifts, the typical work­ 
e r’s fatigue is n ot sufficien t to m ak 
prod uction n oticeably sm aller in 
the last hour of a shift than in the 
first hour. Furtherm ore, some tim e 
is usually wasted both at the be­ 
gin n in g an d at the en d of a shift. 
As a result, av erage prod uction per 
hour is likely to be lower for 
a 
six-hour d ay than for an eight-hour 
d ay. 
But reliable figures show that 
although the av erage weekly tim e 
on the job for factory workers d e­ 
clin ed from 69 hours in ]&>() to 39.7 
hours in 1960, their real av erage 
weekly earn in gs were 
multiplied 
by 4 .2. Why? 
The an swer is that am azin g in ­ 
v en tiv e gen ius backed bv huge in ­ 
v estm en ts m ad e by thrifty people, 
has created m arv elous m achin es 
operated by steam , or electricity, 
an d that thereby the workin gm an ’s 
! effectiv en ess has been m ore than 
quad rupled . An d , sin ce he ten d s to 
get an alm ost fixed fraction of the 
v alue prod uct, when output is m ul­ 
tiplied by four, so is his real pay. 
As just n oted , the yearly av erage 
work week has, sin ce 1850, d rop­ 
ped from 69 to 39.7 hours. Sin ce 
prod uctiv ity has been m ultiplied 
by 
4 .2, it 
follows 
that 
tod ay’s 
worker could , by workin g on ly 16 
hours per week, prod uce as much, 
earn as much, an d liv e as well 
as d id his prototype of 1850. Why

He worked 
39.7 hours for just on e prim ary rea­ 
son — he preferred m ore good s to 
m ore leisure.

lev el of a cen tury ago, it is alm ost 
crtain ly true that workers would 
in sist on again workin g at least 
69 hours per week. 
Tod ay’s factory worker kn ows 
that, if he put in on ly 16 hours a 
week, he could n ot earn en ough to 
pay for a choice collection of food s 
at all season s, cen tral heatin g in 
his home, fashion able clothes for 
his wife, an electric refrigerator, a 
telev ision set, frequen t atten d an ce 
at the mov ies, an up-to-d ate auto­ 
mobile, an d a fin e v acation trip 
ev ery sum m er. In ord er to secure 
these con v en ien ces an d luxuries he 
chooses to work 39.7 hours per 
week. 


Probably because their work is, 
as a rule, m ore un pleasan t than 
that in m an ufacturin g, coal m in ers 
hav e chosen to put in som ewhat 
less tim e per week than d o the fac­ 
tory workers, the work week of 
the form er group av eragin g aroun d 
36 hours. 
If, in the future, n ew- in v en tion s, 
m ore capital in v estm en t, an d auto­ 
m ation in crease prod uctiv en ess by 
on e third , an d hen ce real hourly 
pay by a like fraction , 
will 
the 
av erage factory worker prefer to 
retain his presen t scale of liv in g 
an d red uce

tim e from 40 hours to 30 hours? 
If his wan ts for good s are n ow, 
an d rem ain , satiated , such will be 
the probable outcome, 
but past 
experien ce in d icates that human 
wan ts for good hav e great capacity 
for expan sion , an d that, thus far, 
they hav e taken preced en ce ov ^r 
d esires for leisure. 
Thus, sin e 1939, av erage real 
hourly earn in gs of factory workers 
hav e in creased by about 87 per 
cen t. But has this sharp ad v an ce 
led to a shorten in g of the work 
week? Not at all! In fact, the 
av erage em ployee n o\V works m ore 
hours per w'eek than he d id in 1939. 
W hy. Because m ost workers pre­ 
fer m ore cash to m ore leisure. For 
the m an who lacks am ple spen d ­ 
in g mon ey, id le hours usually hav e 
little attractiv en ess. 
When a labor lead er urges short­ 
en in g of the work week, is he act­ 
in g on the assum ption that the just- 
men tion ed preferen ce is n ow in the 
process of chan gin g? Probably n ot. 
He is fully aw are that the typical 
worker is an xious to hav e a m ore 
luxurious v acation , the latest mo­ 
d el car, an d a color-telev ision set. 
What, presum ably, the labor lead ­ 
er aim s at is a 30 hour stan d ard 
week, with the av erage worker put­ 
tin g in weekly ten or twelv e hours 
of ov ertim e, 
with 
such 
hours 
brin gin g him tim e-an d -half pay. Se­ 
curin g such an arran gem en t would 
d oubtless greatly en han ce the la­ 
bor lead er’s popularity an d pres­ 
tiv e in un ion circles. 
Howev er, as shown abov e, un ­ 
ion s hav e n o power to in crease 
labor’s percen tage of the n et v alue 
prod uct. Sd this ov rtim e-pay a r­ 
ran gem en t would not ben efit the 
em ployees; it would iperely m ake 
trouble for those preparing pay rolls 
Furthermore, if this dev ice caused 
wage rates to ad v an ce faster than 
prod uction , it would lead to un ­ 
employ ment, reduced production,

The social workers’ organization charges flatly that this 
code puts disproportionate stress on “chiselers.” tries to 
invade the field of morals, and offers nothing constructive 
toward the lasting rehabilitation of individuals and families 
on relief. 
In more generalized language. Secretary Abraham Ribicoff 
of the Health, Education and Welfare Department suit! 
much the same thing of the Newburgh plan as he unveiled 
the faderal government’s own overhauling of welfare pro­ 
cedures. 
Ribicoff g program has goals similar to Newburgh’s— 
the wiping out of fraud and other abuses, the encourage­ 
ment of people to get off relief rolls and find gainful sup­ 
port. His criticism of the Newburgh code goes to its meth­ 
ods — which he call# wrong. 
Yet Ribicoff, while insisting his own program was born 
first, said the stir over Newburgh may have had salutary 
effect in bringing wider nubile attention to a general prob­ 
lem of mounting urgency. 
Perhaps the senibie net of it all is this: 
In devising wiser, more modem and more efficient ap­ 
proaches to a welfare problem whose cost threatens to get 
out of hand, the emphasis needs to be not on punishing 
relief clients but on helping them rebuild so they can find 
a more useful place in our society. 


Traffic 
fatalities 
on 
Missouri 
streets and highways have averag­ 
ed one thousand par year 
since 
January I, 1950. 
The Missouri Highway Patrol re­ 
ports that during the 12 year per­ 
iod from January I, 1950, through 
December SI, 1961. there were 12, 
056 pedestrians, drivers and pas­ 
sengers in motor vehicles killed in 
the state. The toll includes 2,147 
fatalities on streets of cities with 
more than 10,000 population, and 
9.909 people killed on small town 
streets and rural highways. 
Following no particular pattern 
for the 12 year period, the number 
of traffic deaths fluctuated from 
a low of 889 fatalities during 1950 
to the all - time high record for 
Missouri in 1956 when 1,132 peo­ 
ple were killed. 
Six times during the 12 years the 
state - wide traffic toll for one 
year soared to over 1,000 deaths. 
In 1951, there were 1,002 fatalities: 
1952. 1.027; 1953, 1,020; 
1955. I,* 
071; 1956. 1,132; 1960. 1.048. The six 
years with less than one thousand 
deaths were 1950, 889; 1954, 974; 
1957 . 996; 1958, 978; 1959. 990 and 
931 people were killed last year. 
Patrol records also show that 
walking on Missouri streets and 
highways during the 12 years was 
a T>erilous pastime. There were 2,- 
15H pedestrians killed during the 
period, accounting for 18 per cent 
of the death toll. Walking on small 
town streets or rural highways was 
almost as dangerous as urban area 
foot traffic. There were 994 pedes­ 
trians killed outside cities 
with 
more than 10.000 population and 1,- 
164 pedestrian fatalities on street# 
of large cities.•

Is Missouri’s 15 - year - old Con­ 
stitution outmoded? Is need suffi­ 
ciently ugrent to justify the time 
and expense of calling a Constitu­ 
tional 
Convention in 1963? 
These are the basic considera­ 
tions which a 20 - man committee 
appointd by Governor Dalton must 
decide early next year. For Mis­ 
sourians, by law, must go to the 
polls next November to say Yes 
or No to a convention which would 
revise or rewrite the Constitution. 
Such a ballot must be taken every 
20 years. 
The 1943-44 
Constitutional Con­ 
vention presented the first n e w 
Constitution to Missouri voters in 
nearly 75 years. Many state lead­ 
ers today feel the need for rewrit­ 
ing Hie 1945 Constitution is as nec­ 
essary, after only 20 years. 
D ie 1945 Constitutional Conven­ 
tion compromised as many con­ 
troversial issues, as it felt it should 
to get an acceptable document. 
Still critically needed is a provi­ 
sion which would permit the Gov­ 
ernor to succeed himslf in office. 
'Hie present one - term limitation 
is inefficient, punitive to good gov­ 
ernment and an anachronism. 
Some state government students 
want to hold elections for state of­ 
ficials in non - presidential years, 
re-align the formula for urban - 
rural representation in the House 
of Representatives, and revise the 
state’s tax structure. 
Governor Dalton has suggested 
St. Louis study closely the status 
of the state - controlled “county” 
offices which lie within the city. 
They should be flatly eliminated. 
Missouri may need to change the 
property tax ceiling for operation 
of public schools, and relax the re­ 
quirements for community annexa­ 
tions or m ergers. 
We believe a new Constitutional 
Convention is justified and should 
be voted. 
To 
ballot 
inteiligenty 
people 
must be informed on the issues. 
This will be the function of a study 
group, composed of well * inform­ 
ed and experienced citizens, in­ 
cluding six who sat on the 1944 
Convention panel. The Governor’s 
choices are excellent.

But Spradling, who is President 
Pro Tem of the State Senate, said 
he would not seek the Democratic 
nomination for Governor in 1964 
and would not reconsider this de­ 
cision. 
This immediately increased the 
chances of Secretary of State War. 
ren E. Heames of Charleston, who 
definitely is seeking the nomination 
and who is now out trying to line 
up support for his second state - 
wide bid for office. 
Yesterday’s 
ahhouncement 
by 
Senator 
Spradling 
followed 
the 
course expected by many, although 
by no means all, of the state's 
political observers. For one thing, 
the Cape Girardeau lawyer, as a 
result of his past reputation in the 
field of mental health, could have 
received no small amount of sup­ 
port from persons now disturbed 
over the dismissal of Dr. Addison 
Duval and the temporary stop-gap 
procedure now being followed by 
the Mental Health Commission. It 
is certain that this will be a fac­ 
tor in the 1964 gubernatorial con­ 
test, and Senator Spradling, who 
helped write the supposedly reform 
mental health legislation of 1957. 
would garner a great deal of sup­ 
port 
from 
many, 
many 
Mis­ 
sourians. 
It is almost certain now that 
Spradling will seek the office of 
Lieutenant 
Governor. 
His 
pres­ 
ence on the party ticket in this post 
would certainly not be as disturb­ 
ing to Hearnes as a decision to 
seek the j^>p executive spot along 
with the Charleston man. 
With Spradling eliminated from 
the race, Hearnes now faces one 
other m ajor opponent at the pres­ 
ent time. He is the state's Lieu­ 
tenant Governor, Hilary A. Bush 
of Independence. 
Depending on which group you 
question. Hearnes or Bush is in 
front at the present time. 
We should think, however, that 
the Southeast Missourian is un­ 
doubtedly in the front at the mo­ 
ment, if only for the reason that 
Bush is less known to most of the 
state’s politicians than is Hearnes, 
who served in the state House of 
Representatives and was Majority 
Floor Leader there for two terms. 
But there are some factors pres­ 
ently working against Hearnes. For 
one thing, the presence of South­ 
east Missourian John M. Dalton 
in the Governor’s office will not 
enhance the chances of another 
Bootheel man occupying the same 
chair in successive terms. Then, 
too, Bush is from the western side 
of the state, and this is an area 
which has lacked representation on 
the state ticket for too long. 
But 
Southeast Missourians, as 
well 
the rest of the state, need 
to choose the 1964 nominee not on 
the basis of geography but on the 
qualifications of 
the 
candidates. 
And Southeast Missouri will be 


placed in a most awkwward posi­ 
tion if this area of the state be­ 
comes a ma*Jor issue in the nomina­ 
tion race. Such a position would 
harm this area’s effectiveness in 
the state capital for many years. 
Southeast Missouri needs to con­ 
vince the rest of the state that 
Governors should be chosen on the 


basis of ability, not geography. It 
is a difficult task, but it must be 
accomplished if the Bootheel is to 
remain a political force and not a 
political issue. 
Senator 
Spradling’ s announce­ 
ment yesterday helped the cause 
of Southeast Missouri immeasur­ 
ably. — Daily Dunklin Democrat.

WASHINGTON—One of the big 
arguments for unifying the Army, 
Navy and Air Force was to cut 
out duplications. The three strv- 
ices in the past have bought dif­ 
ferent kinds of ladies' underwear, 
men’s shirts, combat boots, dish­ 
es for mess halls, and a hundred 
and 
one other things including 
even carpenter’s squares. Diere 
are only 12 inches in a square no 
m atter how you make it, but the 
Army, Navy, Air Force, and even 
the Marines, had about six differ­ 
ent kinds of carpenter’s squares. 
And no secretary’ of defense, 
despite brave words, has hither­ 
to been able to knock the serv­ 
ices’ heads together to get them 
to coordinate.

When it came 
to belt buckles, it was found that 
the arm y and Navy used shiny 
brass buckles; the Marines used 
a black buckle.

Do Employees Want A 
Shorter Work Week? 


By WILLIFORD I. KING 
Economics - P rofessor Emeritus, 
New York University 
A prerequisite for production in 
any industrial plant is cooperation 
by three factors — nam ely: m an­ 
agem ent, labor, and capital. The 
division 
am ong these tactors of 
any and all net income resulting 
from production in the plant is 
made under rules and agreem ents 
having their origin in competitive 
forces. 
Die ultra-powerful 
nature 
of 
these forces is well illustrated by 
development in recent years in the 
m anuiae luring industry in the Unit­ 
ed States. M anagem ent has found 
that production can best be maxi­ 
mized by using 
relatively 
more 
exjiensive com plicated m achinery 
and relatively less lalxir. As a 
result, despite all the battling by 
powerful, wecl-orgamzed labor un_ 
ions to push up wage rates, the 
proportion of the value added by 
m anufacture going to 
the 
wage 
workers, has, in recent years, fall­ 
en from the long-time level around 
-W per cent, to about 35 per cent. 
Since am ple expt rience shows 
that it is not within the power of 
labor to enlarge this percentage, it 
follows that the total real pay of all 
wage workers combined is almost 
entirely dependent upon the size of 
the physical product which they 
help to turn out; so, if workers in 
general wish to get the sam e real 
pay for working 30 hours that they 
now receive for working 40 hours, 
they m ust produce as much in 30 
hours as they do now in 40 hours. 
Is it not probable that, if the 
work day were cut from 8 hours 
to 6 hours, the average w orker’s 
speed of action could be so increas­ 


ed as to turn out nearly as much 
product as before? F ar from it! In­ 
vestigation shows that each per­ 
son has his or her normal work 
tempo. Speeding up 
beyond 
this 
rate causes irritation and spoiled 
work. 
Investigation 
also 
proves 
that, in a day com prised of two 
four-hour shifts, the typical work­ 
e r’s fatigue is not sufficient to m ak 
production noticeably sm aller in 
the last hour of a shift than in the 
first hour. Furtherm ore, some time 
is usually wasted both at the be­ 
ginning and at the end of a shift. 
As a result, average production per 
hour is likely to be lower for a 
six-hour day than for an eight-hour 
day. 
But reliable figures show that 
although the average weekly tim e 
on the job for factory workers de­ 
clined from 69 hours in Ii850 to 39.7 
hours in 1960, their real average 
weekly earnings were multiplied 
: bj 4.2. Why? 
The answer is that am azing in­ 
ventive genius backed by huge in­ 
vestments m ade by thrifty people, 
has created m arvelous m achines 
j operated by steam , or electricity, 
and that thereby the workingm an’s 
! effectiveness has been more than 
! quadrupled. And, since he tends to 
1 get an almost fixed fraction of the 
value product, when output is m ul­ 
tiplied by four, so is his real pay. 
As just noted, the yearly average 
work week has, since 1850, drop­ 
ped from 69 to 39.7 hours. Since 
productivity has been multiplied 
by 4.2, it 
follows 
that 
today’s 
worker could, by working only 16 
hours per week, produce as much, 
earn as much, and live as well 
as did his prototype of 1850. Why 
did he in 1960 work 39.7 hours per

; tim e forced upon him by the em- 
; ployer? Not at all, He worked 
39.7 hours for just one prim ary rea­ 
son — he preferred m ore goods to 
m ore leisure. If, for any reason, 
average

hence pay, were to decline to the 
level of a century ago, it is alm ost 
crtainlv true that workers would 
I insist on again working at least 
I 69 hours per week. 
Today’s factory worker knows 
that, if he put in only 16 hours a 
week, he could not earn enough to 
pay for a choice collection of foods 
at all seasons, central heating in 
his home, fashionable clothes for 
his wife, an electric refrigerator, a 
television set, frequent attendance 
at the movies, an up-to-date auto 
mobile, and a fine vacation trip 
every sum m er. In order to secure 
] these conveniences and luxuries he 
chooses to work 39.7 
hours 
per 
j week. 


Probably because their work is, 
as a rule, m ore unpleasant than 
that in m anufacturing, coal m iners 
1 have chosen to put in somewhat 
less tim e per week than do the fac­ 
tory workers, the work week of 
the form er group averaging around 
36 hours. 
If. in the future, new inventions, 
m ore capital investm ent, and auto­ 
m ation increase productiveness by 
one third, and hence real hourly 
! pay by a like fraction, 
will 
the 
: average factory worker prefer to 
retain his present scale of living 
and reduce his 
weekly 
working 
tim e from 40 hours to 30 hours? 
If his wants for goods are now, 
| and rem ain, satiated, such will be 
! the probable outcome, 
but past 
experience indicates 
that human 
wants for good have great capacity 
j for expansion, and that, thus far, 
they have taken precedence over 
desires for leisure. 
Thus, sine 1939, average real 
hourly earnings of factory workers 
have increased by about 87 per 
cent. But has this sharp advance 
led to a shortening of the work 
week? Not at all! In fact, the 
average employee no\V works m ore 
, hours per week than he did in 1939, 
; Why. Because m ost workers prc- 
fer more cash to m ore leisure. For 
j the man who lacks am ple spend- 
; ing money, idle hours usually have 
little attractiveness. 
W’hen a labor leader urges short­ 
ening of the work week, is he act­ 
ing on the assumption that the just- 
mentioned preference is now in the 
process of changing? Probably not. 
He is fully aw are that the typical 
[ worker is anxious to have a m ore 
luxurious vacation, the latest mo­ 
del car, and a color-television set. 
What, presum ably, the labor lead­ 
er aim s at is a 30 hour standard 
week, with the average worker put­ 
ting in weekly ten or twelve hours 
! of overtim e, 
with 
such 
hours 
bringing him tim e-and-half pay. Se­ 
curing such an arrangem ent would 
: doubtless greatly enhance the la 
bor leader’s popularity and pres­ 
tive in union circles. 
However, as shown above, un­ 
ions have no power to increase 
labor’s percentage of the net value 
product. So this ovrtim e-pay ar- 
j rangem ent would not benefit the 
employees; it would rperely m ake 
trouble for those preparing payrolls 
Furtherm ore, if this device caused 
wage rates to advance faster than 
production, it would lead to un­ 
employment, reduced production, 


Em pty pesticide containers pose

from burning paper bag containers 
and with exposure of children to 
residual pesticide left in discarded 
containers, the authors said. 
The m ost hazardous containers 
are those which held one of the 
m ore 
toxic 
organic 
phosphorus 
they said. This chemical is com­ 
monly sold in the Pacific North­ 
west as a powder in paper bags 
or as a liquid in five - gallion m et­ 
al drum s, they said. 
Observations indicate that paper 
bag containers, being easy to burn, 
are destroyed at regular intervals 
during crop spraying and dusting 
operations or 
imm ediately 
after 
the operation 
is completed, 
the 
authors said. However, they said, 
very few of the persons who burn 
the sacks make any special effort 
to 
avoid 
breathing 
the 
smoke, 
which contains a significantly high 
er am ount of parathion than is 
found in the air during spraying. 
On the other hand, m etal and 
glass containers, being more diffi­ 
cult to destroy, usually accum ulate 
until there is tim e to dispose of 
them, they said. 
If glass containers are left un­ 
broken in the orchard or on the 


I farm , the authors warned, they 
! m ay become particularly 
hazar­ 
dous, especially if the poison warn­ 
ing label has been lost. 
“O rchard laborers often collect 
: one - gallon glass jugs for use as 
| containers for 
drinking 
w ater,” 
they said. 
In one instance, they said, a jug 
I was found containing a chemical 
I solution which probably could have 
killed an average adult if taken 
1 orally. 
F arm ers and itinerate workers 
also m ay rouse em pty five - gallon 
drum s, they said, and if the labels 
have been lost, they may be un­ 
aw are that the drum s have con­ 
tained poisons. 
The researchers also found that 
the spray m achine operators who 
1 rinse em pty pesticide drum s do so 
only onece and then only with a 
small am ount of w ater. 
If spray operators are not able 
to destroy m etal containers soon 
after use, the authors urged that 
they rinse the containers m ore tho­ 
roughly as soon as they are emp­ 
tied. 
Tests showed that two thorough 
rinsings of the drum s rem oved al­ 
most 98 per cent of the total re­ 
movable parathion. they said, add­ 
ing: 
“Educating 
operators to this 
practice m ay not be particularly 
difficult if they are led to realize 
that the m ere use of an adequate 
am ount of rinse water and the com­ 
pletion of two rinsings would mean 
the difference between laving a 
hazardous container and leaving 
one in which it would be difficult 
for children to find enough resi­ 
dual toxic pesticide to cause much 
■ harm .” 
In addition, 
the drum s should 
eventually be m ade unusable and 
destroyed by crushing and bury­ 
ing them , they said.

Do Employees Want A 
Shorter Work Week? 


By WILLIFORD I. KING 
Economics . Professor Emeritus, 
New York University 
A prerequisite for production in 
any industrial plant is cooperation 
by three factors — namely: man­ 
agement. labor, and capita). The 
division among these factors oi | 
any and all net income resulting 
from production in the plant is 
made under rules and agreements 
having their origin rn competitive 
forces. 
The ultra-powerful 
nature 
of 
these forces is well illustrated by 
development in recent years in the 
manui ac luring industry in the Unit­ 
ed States. Management has found 
that production can best be maxi- 
mited by using relatively 
more 
exjrensive complicated machinery 
and relatively less labor. As a 
result, despite all the battling by 
powerful, weel-orgamzed labor un. 
ions to push up wage rates, the 
proportion of the value added by 
manufacture goiug to 
the 
wage 
workers, has, in recent years, fall­ 
en from the long-time level around 
40 per cent, to about 35 per cent. 
Since ample experience 
shown j 
that it is not within the power of I 
labor to enlarge this pet centage, i t 1 
follows that the total real pay of a ll1 
wage workers combined is almost J 
entirely dependent upon the size of 
the physical product which they 
help to turn out; so, if workers in I 
general wish to get the same real J 
pay for working 30 hours that they 
now receive for working to hours, 
they must produce as much rn SO 
hours as they do now in to hours, j 
Is it not probable that, if the 
work day were cut from 8 hours 
to 6 hours, the average worker’s 
speed of action could be so increas-

ed as to turn out nearly as much 
product as before? Far from it! In­ 
vestigation shows that each per­ 
son has his or her normal work 
tempo. Speeding up beyond this 
rate causes irritation and spoiled 
work. 
Investigation 
also proves 
that, in a day comprised of two 
four-hour shifts, the typical work­ 
er's fatigue is not sufficient to mak 
production noticeably sm aller in 
the last hour of a shift than in the 
first hour. Furthermore, some time 
is usually wasted both at the be­ 
ginning and at the end of a shift. 
As a result, average production per 
hour is likely to be lower for a 
six-hour day than for an eight-hour 
day. 
But reliable figures show that 
although the* average weekly time 
on the job for factory workers de­ 
clined from t>9 hours in ?A50 to 39 7 
hours in 1960, their real average 
weekly earnings were multiplied 
by 4 2. Why? 
The answer is that amazing in­ 
ventive genius backed by huge in­ 
vestments made by thrifty people, 
has created marvelous machines 
operated by steam, or electricity, 
and that thereby the workingman’s 
effectiveness has been more than 
quadrupled. And, since he tends to 
get an almost fixed fraction of the 
value product, when output is mul­ 
tiplied by four, so is his real pay. 
As just noted, the yearly average 
work week has, since 1850, drop­ 
ped from 69 to 39.7 hours. Since 
productivity has been multiplied 
by 4.2, it 
follows 
that 
today’s 
worker could, by working only 16 
hours per week, produce as much, 
earn as much, and live as well 
as did his prototype of 1850. Why 
did he in 1960 work 39.7 hours per

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week? Was this length of working 
time forced upon him by the em­ 
ployer? Not at all, He worked 
39.7 hours for just one prim ary rea­ 
son — he preferred more goods to 
more leisure. If, for any reason, 
average 
hourly production, 
and 
hence pay, were to decline to the 
level of a century ago, it is almost 
crtainly true that workers would 
insist on again working at least 
69 hours per week. 
Today’s factory worker knows 
that, if he put in only 16 hours a 
week, he could not earn enough to 
pay for a choice collection of foods 
at all seasons, central heating in 
his home, fashionable clothes for 
his wife, an electric refrigerator, a 
television set, frequent attendance 
at the movies, an up-to-date auto 
mobile, and a fine vacation trip 
every summer. In order to secure 
these conveniences and luxuries he 
chooses to work 39.7 hours per 
week. 
Probably because their work Is, 
as a rule. more unpleasant than 
that in manufacturing, coal miners 
have chosen to put in somewhat 
less time per week than do the fac­ 
tory workers, the work week of 
the form er group averaging around 
36 hours. 
If, in the future, new inventions, 
more capital investment, and auto­ 
mation increase productiveness by 
one third, and hence real hourly 
pay by a like fraction, 
will 
toe 
average factory worker prefer to 
retain his present scale of living 
and reduce his weekly 
working 
time from 46 hours to 30 hours? 
If his wants for goods are now, 
and remain, satiated, such will be 
toe probable outcome, 
but past 
experience indicates that human 
wants for good have great capacity 
for expansion, and that, thus far, 
they have taken precedence over 
desires for leisure. 
Thus, sine 1939, average real 
hourly earnings of factory workers 
have increased by about 87 per 
cent. But has this sharp advance 
led to a shortening of the work 
week? Not at all! In fact, toe 
average employee no* works more 
hours lier week than he did in 1939. 
Why? Because most workers pre­ 
fer more cash to more leisure. For 
the man who lacks ample spend­ 
ing money, idle hours usually have 
little attractiveness. 
When a labor leader urges short­ 
ening of the work week, is he act­ 
ing on toe assumption that the just- 
mentioned preference is now in the 
process of changing? Probably not. 
He is fully aware that the typical 
worker is anxious to have a more 
luxurious vacation, the latest mo­ 
del c a r, and a color-television set. 
What, presumably, the labor lead­ 
er aims at is a 30 hour standard 
week, with the average worker put­ 
ting in weekly ten or twelve hours 
of overtime, 
with 
such 
hours 
bringing him time-and-half pay. Se­ 
curing such an arrangem ent would 
doubtless greatly enhance the la 
bor leaders popularity and pres­ 
tive in union circles. 
However, as shown above, un­ 
ions have no power to increase 
labor’s percentage of the net value 
product. SO this ovrtime-pay ar­ 
rangem ent would not benefit the 
employees; it would rperely make 
trouble for those preparing payrolls 
Furthermore, if this device caused 
wage rates to advance faster than 
production, it would lead to un­ 
employment. reduced production, 


Empty pesticide containers pose 
a health hazard, particularly to 
children, in agricultural areas, ac­ 
cording to a publication of the 
American Medical Association.

This chemical is com­ 
monly sold in toe Pacific North­ 
west as a powder in paper bags 
or as a liquid in five - gall ion met­ 
al drums, they said. 
Observations indicate that paper 
bag containers, being easy to burn, 
are destroyed at regular intervals 
during crop spraying and dusting 
operations or immediately after 
the operation is completed, the 
authors said. However, they said, 
very few of the persons who burn 
the sacks make any special effort 
to avoid 
breathing 
the 
smoke, 
which contains a significantly high 
er amount of parathion than is 
found in the air during spray mg.

that the mere use of an adequate 
amount of rinse water and the com­ 
pletion of two rinsing? would mean 
the difference between laving a 
hazardous container and leaving 
one in which it would be difficult 
for children to find enough resi­ 
dual toxic pesticide to cause much 
harm .”

destroyed by crushing and bury­ 
ing them, they said.
